‘TE interminable delays associated 


- with legal matters have become. a 


public byeword, not. merely in our 
own country, but all the ‘world over. 
Charles Dickens’ satirical, sketch, of 
Jarndyce v. Jarndyce was unmistake- 
ably taken from life, and there can 
bo little doubt that the famous no- 
velist’s thorough exposition of exist- 
‘ing crying abuses led to.some very 
desirable reforms. in the English | 
Court of Chancery. ‘That our laws 
_ are now a mass of confused incon-: 
. gruitics is generally asknowledged, 
and-although the efforts of Sir James 
Stephens and others, have within 
the past few ycars effected many de- 
sirable changes, there are still great 


-hecessities for sweeping, reforms. 


The laws of a country should be so 
simple as to be within ‘the compro= 
hension ‘of any /ordinary intellect.; 
their action should. be so plainly de- 
fined that the most humble of our 
citizens should’be no stranger to his” 
own legal rights.and privileges. As 
above stated the present unsatis- 
factory condition of the Jew scripta, 
is not confined to Great Britain 
-alone. There are apparently ‘other 
countries where the nation’s best de- 
fence can hardly be considered of 
that high character which has been 
generally ascribed, justly or other- 
wise, to the boasted laws,of the 
Medes and Persians: 
Our Macao correspondent informs 
_us that, owing to an incomprehen- 
in the Courts there, the 
celebrated Do Cercal appeal case still 
remains unsettled. This scems pas- 
sing ‘strange, considering that the. 
from the Sypreme Court of 
Goa (India) reversing the decision 
of the Macao Court, was formally 
lodged somewhere about the end of 
September. ‘he decision of. the 
Supreme-Tribunal of India annulled 
all former judgments of the Macao 
‘Courts, and ruled. that the Baroness 
do Cercal, who had ‘appealed on be- 
half of herself-and children, was en- 
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less than a third of its market valuc 
| by & piece of bare-faced jobbery, and 
it would actually appear from. the 
circumstances connected with the so- 
‘called public auction that everything 
was not quite ev régla, However, 
be that as it may, the Supreme Court 
of Goa has ruled that all these pro-’ 
-cecdings are illegal and invalid, so 
that itis hardly worth while discuss- 
ing a matter which apparently reflects 
but little credit on that sacred palla- 
dium of tho nation’s rights, the inte- 
.grity and-inviolate character’ of her 
‘laws. The Supreme” Tribunal” has 


| given its decision ;. the decree .ern- 


bodying that decision was dulylodged 
in the Macao Court more than. a 
month ago, and, according to law, 
effect should ‘at once have been given 
to the order of the superior - court. 
The decree of the Supreme Court, of 
Goa was not sont to Macao to.be 
‘argued or discussed, but simply as 
a definite judgment annulling all 


‘| previous decisions, .and ordering im- 


mediate effect to be given.to its own 
provisions: The laws quirks and 
quibbles must be held responsible for 
‘a delay which in a British colory 
would not be tolerated, and which is 
certainly not easy to understand. Our 
correspondent mentions that a day 
| has been at length fixed to give effect 
“to the judgment, so that during the. 
next fewdays the- vexed: qnestions, 
which’ have for so long: afforded. 
‘gossip,to the Macao community, will. 
probably be finally settled. The 
present Chief Justice of Macao, 
Senhor Braga D’Oliveira, is a gentle. 
man of high character, and great 
attainments, who has justly obtained 
a wide spread popularity for his legal: 
acumen, impartial judgments, and 
the generally admirable manner in 


which judicial matters have’ been |- 


conducted during his tenure of office 
in Macao, so' that we feel assured 
' there-will be no obstacles placed in 
the way of what is only a-legal res- 
titution of: rights, to.a family which 
has in’ times past deserved well of 
the Portuguese Government. The 
questions at stake between the Go- 
vernment of Macao, and the De Mello 
family, involve principles of such 
great and universal interest—altoge- 
ther apart from the intimate asso-' 
ciations with this colony of the late 
Viscount do .Cercal—that we shall 
watch for the satisfactory termina- 
tion of the whole of these legal 
proceedings with more than ordi- 
nary curiosity. .
